DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 15,16 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 15, line 3 "said working portion of said" is missing some terminology. 

In claim 16, line 3 "said working portion of said" is missing some terminology. 

Claim 16 recites the limitation "said opposing walls" in line 4. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. The specification, page 10, lines 1-10 
only sets forth "adjacent walls". 

In claim 19, line 3 "in die" is missing some terminology. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: item 41 is not shown in figure 1. A proposed drawing correction or 
corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 14-16,18 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Muenchinger (3,238,540). Muenchinger discloses (Figs. 11-18, col. 7, lines 1 1 -46) a 
punch having cross winged portions (44) formed by adjacent walls (48,49). In figures 
17 and 18 Muenchinger discloses that the adjacent walls converge form shank to tip 
symmetrically at an included angle. Muenchinger discloses in col. 7, line 45 that the 
angle is less than 3 degrees. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 17 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. The prior art of record does not disclose a 
punch as in claim 14 and also having a square profile extending a second distance less 
than the first distance within the overall cross wing outer profile. 
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Conclusion
